Constitution of “National Meat and Poultry Processing Board” (NMPPB) 

1.0 Background 

S.0. 20$(E).—In pursuant to the inter ministerial consultations to have a focused approach 
and for intensive efforts required to address the issues related to production of hygienic, safe 
and wholesome meat/meat products; harmonization of domestic standards with international 
standards; develop uniform and effective meat quality testing systems in the country; and to 
address the environmental pollution issue arising out of the present conditions in the meat 
industry and also to work as a Central/National hub to address issues related to Meat and 
Poultry Processing Sector for its systematic and proper development, the Central Government 
with the approval of Cabinet has decided to establish the National Meat and Poultry Processing 
Board under Societies Registration Act, 1860. 

2.0 Objectives 

The key areas of work for NMPPB will be as under: - 

2.01 To foster the sustainable development of the Meat and Poultry Processing Sector 

2.02 Helping the industry in setting up/modemization of abattoirs by providing technical 
consultancy for production of hygienic meat and meat products and for utilization of 
slaughterhouse wastes to prepare animal byproducts with value addition. 

2.03 Setting up Quality control laboratories and analytical laboratories for meat and meat 
products to meet the required domestic and international market standards. 

2.04 Promoting and training of meat producers and entrepreneurs to adopt Good 
Manufacturing Practices (GMP), Hazard Analysis & Critical Control Points (HACCP), 
IS022000 in meat production. 

2.05 Setting up a mechanism for implementation of the existing regulations and laws in 
India on meat and meat production, processing and marketing. 

2.06 To undertake market surveys and help the industry to create market intelligence, data 
base and its dissemination on regular basis for improvement of the meat sector. 

2.07 To provide help for research and for setting up training institutions to train workers, 
technicians, managers in meat and meat processing industry. 

2.08 To help the industry to establish infrastructure for backward and forward linkages for 
trace-ability of meat in meat / poultry meat processing sector of India. 

2.09 Work as a Central / National hub to address issues related to Meat and Poultry 
processing sector for its systematic and proper development. 
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3.0 Composition 

3.01 The National Meat and Poultry Processing Board will consist of 19 members, as 
given below:

1. Eminent professional from meat/poultry industry 
2-5 Representatives of livestock/poultry producers 

6-9 Representatives of meat processors / exporters 

10 Representative of the nodal Ministry (M/o FPI) 

11-12 Representatives of M/o Agriculture and M/o Commerce 
13-16 Representatives of State Governments (by rotation) 
17-18 Representative of training/ research institutes 

working on livestock/ meat production 
19 Secretary/CEO of NMPPB

3.02 The Chairman of the Board from its inception will be a progressive professional 
from the meat/pouitry industry including other members to be nominated by the M/o FPT 
Afterwards, the members of the Board may be nominated / elected as per rules under 
Societies Registration Act, 1860. 


3.03 The Board will be constituted by the Central Government and its normal term will 
be three years from the date of its constitution. For attending meetings of the Board, non¬ 
official members shall be entitled to TA/DA as per Government of India rules. 


4.0 Expected Outcome 

The proposed activities of the Board will lead to integrated and sustainable development 
of the Meat and Poultry Processing Sector including production of safe, hygienic & 
wholesome meat, improving the general health of the public, increase in exports etc. 
There will be considerable direct/ indirect benefits of income, employment and other 
socio-economic benefits to families in urban and rural areas as well as other stakeholders, 
and addressing the problem of pollution and waste disposal.
